purpose of profit and pleasure.
The faruer Is rarely conficlous of
the fact that be Is keeping ponitry for
pleasure, yet the farm without Its cus-
tomary flock of chlckens would seem
rather dreary, and the farmer's table
without Its customary supply of fresh
eggs und fried chicken would be sadly
deficient

The object of pleasure enters more
largely in the case of those who keep
poultry In towns and villages, Not
only does the flock of chickens give
the village or suburban resident an oc-
cupation which Is n pleasure after con-
fining indoor work and supply his ta-
ble with a quality of food he cannot
purchase In the market, but in the ma-
jority of cases+ villagers as well ns
many farmers find great pleasure in
ponitry breeding and exhibition as a
nobby. ‘The extent to which this
phase of poultry keeping has been de-
veloped is readlly seen from the multd-
tude o! poultry shows held throughout
the country during the fall and wintes
months,

In artempting the stoudy of a series
of lessons in poultry keeplog the poul
tryman or would be poultryman should
form a clear conception in his mind of
the relation In his own case of theae
various objects ur ends for which the
pouitry business is commenly engaged
in.

The Farm Flock.

The prime object for which the farm.
er keeps chickens Is for hils own ta.
ble, and in order that be may have
sufficient poultry products to supply
his table throughout the year there

to be pttended to, the Inbor can be ro-
duced o a systematle basls and will
require but very iittle time per fowl
On some of the well known egg farms
oneé man feeds and cares for from
2,000 to 3,000 bens,

The village pouitry plant where but
n fow dozen fowls are kept must neces-
sarily bave a larger feed bill than the
farmer and a higher labor expense
per fowl than elther farm or com-
mercial pounltry plant. For these rea-
sans the villager who hires a man to
take eare of his ponltry or expects it

the product s sold at ordinary market
rates, very likely to be disappointed
Now, If the villager takes up fancy
poultry breeding and devotes his time
to the art he has excellent chances of
becoming well known ag a breeder and
mnking n good profit in the Lnsiness.
Meanwhile he should have enough love
for his work so thut be will be content
to get back a little more than his
actunl money outlay and give his time
for the pleasure of the work und the
hopes of profits later on.

Poultry Farming as a Business.

1 presume there will be some who
rend this course In poultry keeping
who will be deslrous of engnging in
poultry production as a business, To
those 1 would say that after wmany
years of precarious existence poultry
farming & now established ns o =onnd
branch of ngriculture. Although there
is no greater money to be made from
pouliry than from many other branch-
o8 of modern sclentifie agriculture,
there s something about the business
that hnx induced large numbers of 1g-
norant people to favest thelr savings
in poultry ventures, bopelessly bury-
ing thelr money In expensively equip-
ped plants designed by themselves or
others equally igoorunt of the business.

As is generally recognized. the only
sensible plan for ote who proposes to
go Into posliry keeplng ax a buslpess
Is to begin lo a small way, elither In a
village or on a faru, and keep poultry
for o fow years in cenfunction with
solne other occupation, If he 18 suc-
cessful In this, it will then be time to
vousider the keepling of poultry on &
mare elanbornte scale. A few general re
warks ou commercinl poultry furming
I will append, however, as a matter of
genvral Interest,

The brunch of poultry keeplug that
nas proved most unlversally success
ful fu o large way Is egg farming. The
brofler furms have almost invariably
been falluves, and the principle Is now
prefty theronghly recoguized that the
broller shouid e considered as a by-
prodiuct of the egg business. Just as
skimmlik Is 0 byproduoct of the produe-
tion of butter, Half or mwore of n!l
clilcks hatched will be cockerels and
must be disposed of as brollers. for
with Leghorns und other egg 13 es uf
fowls vuwile Dlids nre worthiess If al

business, which did not preve success
ful then, would be even more fmprac-
tical pow, ar our modern methods of
cold storage hnve become so eflicient
that it Ix entirely practical to freeze up
a supply of Inexpensive summer hroll
ers and to meet the demand the fol-
lowing winter and early spring with
this cheaply produced stock
